With respect to applicant's arguments regarding the motivation to combine Perazzo (US 6,813,152) with Chen et al. (US 6,592,327). 
The examiner respectfully disagrees. Perazzo discloses a plurality of fan modules that permits continued airflow while servicing of any 
individual fan module. Perazzo's individual fan modules permit continued airflow in the event of failure of any individual fan. Chen 
discloses a fan module having at least one fan (abstract, Line 3), wherein the fans are arranged in a matrix relationship of 2xN which can 
substituted for the fan modules taught by Perazzo (the examiner's modification is to substitute a fan module of Perazzo with the fixed 
frame module #202 (Fig. 3) of Chen et al.). The fan modules #202 would operate independent of each other; and each module permits for 
continued airflow with a failure of an individual fan. 

With respect to applicant's arguments regarding the hoi swap capability of the individual fans of Chen et al. The applicant's claims 
include the transitional phrase "comprising" which permits the individual fans to have a hot-swap capability. 

With respect to applicant's arguments regarding a fan failure impeding airflow. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Upon failure 
of an individual fan, airflow can still pass through stopped fan in the spaces between the fan blades and the adjacent fans in a 2-deep 
relationship will continue to pass airflow unimpeded 

With respect to applicant's arguments concerning an open area between the pairs of fans. The examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Applicant's fails to claim any open spaced relationship between a first fan and a second fan positioned in a 2-deep relationship. The 
claimed 2-deep relationship of the fans in claims 5 and 19 do not address the open spacing because the separation distance as claimed 
can be of any value since the claims to require a given value or range (the proportion and function as claimed can be of any value). . 
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
